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PREFACE 


This preface is written for one reason. The title of this treatise is 
“THE GREA T TRIBULA TION. ” We are applying the Scriptures of 
Matthew 24, verses 21-22 to the close of this age. There are some that 
would hold these Scriptures to A.D. 70 only, and by so doing would not 
consider the author’s viewpoint whatsoever. It is to those that would 
not consider the great tribulation to be yet future-that this preface 
is addressed. 

The Bible is a wonderful book. ... it is divinely inspired. 2 Peter 
1:21. Because of this, God’s children have always been able to find the 
answer to the problems of their particular time, or age, from the 
Scriptures. Because of this necessity, the duality of the Scriptures in 
many instances is apparent. 

For instance, have you ever wondered why Matthew, in Matt. 2:15, 
applied this Scripture to Christ? “And was there until the death of 
Herod: that it might be fulfilled w hich was spoken of the Lord by the 
prophet, saying. Out of Egypt have I called my son.” Matthew said this 
prophetic utterance applied to Christ. That is, as a child, he dwelt in 
Egypt until the death of Herod, and then Joseph and his family, 
including Jesus, returned from Egypt back to the land of Israel. 

Under the duality of the Scriptures, Matthew was right. However, 
let us look at the Scripture he took this prophecy from. It is found in 
Hosea 11:1. “When Israel was a child, then I loved him, and called my 
son out of Egypt.” God called Israel his son, and this reference of 
Hosea is to the exodus of Israel out of Egypt under the leadership of 
Moses. Hosea has reference to Exodus 4:22-23. “And thou shalt say 
unto Pharaoh, Thus saith the Lord, Israel is my son, even my firstborn: 
And I say unto thee, Let my son go, that he may serve me...” 

So, in Scriptural phraseology here, God had two sons - Israel and 
Christ. Under the duality of the Scriptures, Hosea 11:1 applied to 
Israel and Christ. Thus proving that one Scripture can have at least two 
literal interpretations or meanings and have as its fulfillment two 
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completely different time settings. There are many more such 
Scriptural references. However, we do not wish to belabor the point, 
only desiring, however, that every reader will consider the fact that 
Matthew 24:21-22 has reference to more than just A.D. 70. There is 
a far greater tribulation, than A.D. 70 just ahead for the church, Israel, 
and the world! Under the duality of the Scriptures, this prophetic 
prophecy of Jesus Christ has its ultimate fulfillment at the close of this 
age. “The Great Tribulation” is also called “the time of Jacob’s 
trouble,” Jer. 30:7, and “a time of trouble, such as never was since 
there was a nation.” Daniel 12:1. 

To fail to recognize this will cause one to completely misinterpret 
the twenty-fourth chapter of Matthew as it applies to the signs and 
events that will transpire prior to the literal return of Jesus Christ back 
to this earth, Acts 1:11, and the end of the world - man’s system of 
government as we have come to know it. The return of Christ, the 
first resurrection, the end of the world, and the great tribulation, 
are simultaneous events! All transpiring at the close of this age! 
The man of God can correctly apply the teachings of the twenty-fourth 
chapter of Matthew to our day! “He that hath an ear, let him hear what 
the Spirit saith unto the churches.”

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THE GREAT TRIBULATION 
Matt. 24:21 and Rev. 7:14 


It is commonly thought by many that the entire body of believers 
is to be caught away at the return of our Lord Jesus Christ. This event 
referred to by many as “the rapture” is Biblically called “the first 
resurrection. ” Rev. 20:6. The truth of the matter is that only a very 
small portion of believers is to leave this world as the Bride of Christ! 
Whereas the major portion of the church is to be left behind to go 
through the great tribulation. It is not the purpose of the author in 
this treatise to discuss the qualifications for the Bride members, 
but his purpose here is to prepare the saints that remain here on 
earth, after the Bride is caught away, to weather the storm of God’s 
wrath that is soon to fall. Rev. 16:1. 

However there are some interesting types of the Bride of Christ in 
the Old Testament that we should consider. They all show us the Bride 
of Christ is a “selection from a selection. ” Just as the church is a 
selection from the world.... so is the Bride of Christ a selection, from 
the church. Let us now consider several beautiful types of the Bride of 
Christ. 


EVE 

Adam was put into a deep sleep, entirely different from ordinary 
sleep, and from his side God extracted a rib and closed up the flesh. 
Gen. 2:21. This is the first surgical operation on record. From the rib 
God made a woman and brought her unto Adam, to be his wife. If, as 
the apostle Paul stated in I Cor. 15:45-47, Christ is the last Adam, then 
it follows that the first Adam was a type or figure of the second. 
Likewise then, Eve is a type of the Bride of Christ, taken out of His 
body, which is the church! Eph. 1:22-23. Please noticethat God did not 
take Adam’s entire body, but selected a portion from his side. Thus 
showing that the Bride is NOT the entire body of believers, but is 
only a selection from it! 
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The position of the Bride in relation to the Bridegroom is also very 
clearly brought out. God did not take a portion of Adam’s body from 
his head to indicate that she should rule over him, neither from his feet 
that she should be beneath him. No! But God took a rib from Adam’s 
side to show that she was to be a companion, and helpmeet. The Bride 
is to rule with Christ! She is to fill a place of the greatest importance 
in the universe. She is a joint-heir with the Lord Jesus Christ, Rom. 
8:17, who is Himself heir of all things. Heb. 1:2. “To him that 
overcometh will I grant to sit with me in my throne, even as I also 
overcame, and am set down with my Father in His throne. ” Rev. 
3:21. See also Rev. 2:26-28. 

REBEKAH 

Rebekah, who became the bride of Isaac, is a beautiful type of the 
Bride of Christ. Abraham was old, but he wanted to see that his son, 
Isaac, had a suitable bride before he (Abraham) should be taken away 
through death. Abraham, here a type of God, sent his trusted servant, 
a type of the Holy Spirit, with a commission to find a bride for his son, 
Isaac - a type of Christ. Gen. 24:1 -4. The servant was strictly charged 
not to take a wife for Isaac from the Canaanites. Verse 3. 

He was directed to go to Abraham’s country and to his kindred to 
choose a wife for Isaac. This is exactly what the Holy Spirit does in 
selecting a Bridefor Christ. He goes to that select group of the family 
of God, those bom again ones, those called out ones - Rev. 18:4- that 
are not a part of Babylon, to select a virgin for the Bride of Christ. Rev. 
14:4. 

Again, the servant was not to force any woman to come against her 
will. Gen. 24:8. She must be willing to follow him! If no woman w as 
willing to come and be the bride, there was to be no bride. Abraham’s 
servant then took of his master’s camels, and gifts for the willing 
woman, and started on his important journey. God prospered him! 
When he met Rebekah at the well and had put his tests before the 
woman and the Lord.... God showed him that this WAS the woman. 
She was a virgin! Verse 16. No member of Babylon can be a part of 
this select Bride group. Jer. 51:26. Only believers from the virgin 
Body of Christ in the earth will respond to the call of the servant. 
Moreover, she testified that she was from the kindred of Abraham, 
verse 48, and when she was asked if she would be willing to go to be 
the wife of Isaac, she said, “I will go.” Verse 58. 
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Here is entire surrender on the part of the individual. The child of 
God is brought face to face with the same question which confronted 
Rebekah, “Wilt thou go with this man?” Verse 58. The work of 
salvation and entire sanctification comes when we, as believers, die to 
our own wills and make a full surrender to Christ forever. Not my will 
but thine be done - must emerge from the heart of the fully surrendered 
child of God. 

Few people are willing to make the journey. They are afraid of the 
reproach they may have to bear. Many are the fears that hinder God's 
children from complete submissiveness to Him. They do not want to 
say “goodbye” to self and personal, worldly ambitions! An “I 
will” must come from the depths of the heart. 

When the decision was made, the servant brought out the gifts 
Abraham had sent, and bestowed them upon her. These were for her 
use on the journey and for rewards. The gifts of the Spirit are given 
to believers to help them on their journey through this world and 
to bring them to full maturity in Christ. I Cor. 12:4; 13:8-10. The 
full possession of all will be enjoyed when Christ comes to take us to 
Himself. John 14:3. 

THE CAPTURED QUEEN 

The queen is described in Psalm 45:9, as dressed “in gold of 
Ophir.” She is exalted to a place of preeminence by the side of the king. 
He greatly desires her beauty, and she worships Him as Lord.... for so 
He is! “Kings' daughters were among thy honourable women: upon thy 
right hand did stand the queen in gold of Ophir. Hearken, 0 daughter, 
and consider, and incline thine ear , forget also thine own people, and 
thy father’s house; So shall the king greatly desire thy beauty: for he 
is thy Lord: and worship thou him.” Psalm 45:9-11. 

In this beautiful Psalm (all seventeen verses) there is the reference 
made of the Hebrew warrior spoken of in Deut. 21:10-13. 

Jesus, the Prince of Israel, has gone forth to the conflict, and by the 
sword of the Word He is capturing a company of Jews and Gentiles. 
From among them He chooses the beautiful in heart - those who are 
willing to make the full surrender. His Bride-to-be, those chosen 
ones, forget their father’s house. She says “goodbye” forever to 
the world and worldly entanglements, and becomes happy in her 
new found love! Self is no longer important! Self is destroyed! “For 
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to me to live is Christ.” Phil. 1:21. 

The fact that the king (Christ) greatly desires the beauty of the 
captured Bride, gives us a glimpse into her real heart life. She is 
beautiful with His salvation! Psalm 149:4. 

RUTH 

The book of Ruth is more than just a beautiful story. It is a picture 
of the Gentile Bride of Christ! Ruth’s marriage to Boaz typifies the 
redemption of the church. Ruth 4:13. To attain to this marriage, Ruth 
made a deliberate decision to cast her lot with Israel. To do this she 
of necessity must forsake her own country and people! Naomi’s 
beautiful life and character had won the love and admiration of Ruth, 
so that she preferred Naomi and Naomi’s people rather than her own. 
She preferred Naomi’s God rather than the gods she had been taught 
to worship. Ruth 1:16-17. 

From a worldly standpoint it would appear wiser for her to remain 
among her own people, but Ruth chose the hard way by the compelling 
power of love. After arriving in Israel, she found her prospects brighter 
than she had anticipated. (God always gives more than is sacrificed). 
Her conduct and character pleased Boaz, and she became his happy 
wife, and the mother of one from whose line was to come the Messiah. 

Jesus chooses for a Bride, those of the believers from among the 
Gentiles, who are willing to leave - as it were - their own land and 
people. Those of His children who are willing to deny self that Christ 
may have His way in their life. Those who are willing, for the love they 
have for Him, to forsake the world and its friendship in order to go all 
the way with Him. Even as the apostle Paul said: “But what things 
were gain to me, those I counted loss for Christ. Yea doubtless, and 
I count all things but loss for the excellency of the knowledge of Christ 
Jesus my Lord: for whom I have suffered the loss of all things, and 
do count them but dung, that I may win Christ. ” Phil 3:7-8. 

This is the attitude that must prevail in the hearts and lives of those 
that have determined that they are to be a part of the Bride - “The first 
of the firstfruits.” Ex. 23:19. So here we see the Bride of Christ does 
not consist of the whole body of believers, but rather it is a “selection 
from a selection.” For one to be in the Bride of Jesus Christ, he must 
ask God to lead him to where he can become a part of the “rib ” of the 
Body of Christ. 
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The author strongly contends also that the Bride of Christ is 
caught away before the great tribulation, while the body of the church 
is left behind to go through it. One example from the Scriptures is that 
of Enoch being translated before the flood came. “And Enoch walked 
with God: and he was not; for God took him.” Gen. 5:24. Noah and his 
family, another righteous man, 2 Peter 2:5, had to endure the ordeal of 
preparing for and going through the flood of God’s wrath and 
judgment. Genesis, chapters 6-7-8. Enoch being translated before the 
flood is a type of the Bride of Christ being caught away, I Thess. 
4:17, before the great tribulation begins! Noah andhis family being 
left behind to go through the flood is a type of the church that 
remains behind, after the Bride of Christ is caught away, to go 
through the great tribulation! 

Just as Noah was warned in advance and prepared for the 
flood - so must the church be warned in advance and preparations 
made for her to go through the great tribulation and come out into 
a new world that has been renovated, this time, by fire. 2 Peter 
3: 7. The author will endeavor to do his best in this treatise, to prepare 
the church for her coming ordeal. Showing from the Holy Scriptures, 
the condition of the world under the judgment of God the saints must 
face, and also the way prepared of God for the nourishment and refuge 
of the righteous children of God at this time. Rev. 12:14. 

Since the major portion of the church is left behind after the 
“rapture,” I Thess. 4:13-17, it is our God-ordained purpose to assist 
in preparing “wise virgins, ” Matt. 25:2, of that portion of the church 
that will give heed to the plain warnings of God in the Scriptures. 
Matthew twenty-five has no reference at all to the catching away of the 
Bride, but rather to the condition of the church during the last three 
and one-half years of Gentile time. After the Bride of Christ has been 
caught away. That space of time that exists between the two phases of 
the second advent. The timecovered between the return of Christ FOR 
His saints and the return of Christ WITH Wis saints. John 14:3 versus 
I Thess. 3:13. 

The Latin-Vulgate, Challoner-Rheims version of the Scriptures is 
in harmony with this position. “Then will the kingdom of heaven be 
like ten virgins who took their lamps and went forth to meet the 
Bridegroom andthe Bride. "Matt. 25:1. See also Luke 12:36-37. For 
further understanding of this position, let us look into the background 
of Jewish tradition that Christ built His parable on. 
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According to Jewish tradition, a marriage consisted of the follow¬ 
ing: (1) The Betrothal. (2) The Wedding. (3) The Marriage Supper. 

There was generally an interval of ten or twelve months, and 
sometimes considerably more, between the time of making the mar¬ 
riage contract, or the betrothal, and the marriage itself. Thus we read 
that Samson first went down to Timnath with his parents, and talked 
with the woman whom he wished for a wife, and “she pleased him 
well.” This was the time of betrothal, but it was not till after a time, that 
he “returned to take her” by actual marriage. Judges 14:7-8. 

Then when the time of marriage arrived, the Bride prepared herself 
for the occasion with the utmost care. “His wife hath made herself 
ready.” Revelation 19:7. When the Bridegroom arrived, the wedding 
festival frequently lasted seven days, as we may see in the case of 
Samson, Judges 14:12, and that of Jacob at a much earlier period. It 
was here that the wedding ceremony took place. 

Finally after the wedding ceremony had taken place, the Bride¬ 
groom returned with his bride to his house. Matt. 23:38-39. In the 
meantime, another company was waiting at the Bridegroom’s house, 
ready, at the first notice of their approach, to go forth and meet them. 
These were friends of the Bridegroom, called in at this time, by a 
particular invitation, to grace the occasion with their presence. Rev. 
19:9. Entertainment was provided for their reception, and the remain¬ 
der of the evening was spent in a cheerful participation of the mar¬ 
riage supper which then took place. Matt. 22:1-10. 

The twenty-fifth chapter of Matthew has no reference at all to the 
rapture, and or, the catching away of the Bride. NO! Matthew twenty- 
five has reference to the second phase of the second advent. That is, not 
His coming at the secret rapture, but rather His coming to Israel as their 
glorious king. The OPEN stage of the second advent. The wedding of 
Christ and his Bride has already taken place three and one-half years 
before Matthew twenty-five begins. This chapter depicts the Bride¬ 
groom returning from the wedding with his Bride. Even as it was at 
a Jewish wedding, there is to be a company of saints waiting the 
Bridegroom’s return! “And they that were ready went in with him to 
the marriage .... SUPPER.” Matthew 25:10. Yes, our Lord is 
literally and visibly coming, Matthew 24:3, to earth again. “Therefore 
be ye also ready: for in such an hour as ye think not the Son of man 
cometh.” Matthew 24:44. 
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A companion Scripture to the return of the Bridegroom from the 
wedding isfoundin Luke 12:36-37. “And ye yourselves like unto men 
that wait for their Lord, when he will return from the wedding (with 
his Bride); that when he cometh and knocketh, they may open unto 
him immediately.” Verse 36. Here in Matthew twenty-five and Luke 
twelve we have reference made to the visible coming of our Lord, and 
the watchful qualifications given to those who are awaiting His return 
from the wedding. The church that was left behind after the Bride was 
caught away. The last of Matthew twenty-four has reference to this 
also. Thus the greatest event of the ages. To the invited guests - the 
Marriage Supper of the Lamb. Rev. 19:9-10. 

When the Bride is caught away, “up unto God, and to his throne,” 
Rev. 12:5, the devil is “cast out into the earth.” Rev. 12:9. The 
Kingdom of God, Rev. 12:10, cannot be established on this earth until 
Christ receives His Bride. However, the church must be warned that 
she is soon to come under attack of the devil in an unprecedented 
manner. “Woe to the inhabiters of the earth and of the sea! for the 
devil is come down unto you, having great wrath, because he 
knoweth that he hath but a short time. ”Rev. 12:12. The church that 
produced the Bride of Christ is to become a special target of Satan for 
three and one-half years. “A short time. ” The great tribulation has 
now begun. 

But the earth is going to help the woman, verses 14 through 16, 
earthquakes, pestilence, disease, famine, engulfing the whole earth, 
etc., etc., that will distract humanity and enable the woman - the 
remnant church - to survive and in this sense escape from the wrath 
of Satan. There will be a remnant of the church preserved alive to enter 
the kingdom at the return of Christ. Matt. 25:34. However, it is during 
this three and one-halfyear period of time that many of God’s children 
will be martyred. Rev. 13:5-7. 

But as a word of encouragement to the saints going through this 
three and one-half years of great tribulation, surrounded by and 
enduring the trumpets, thunders, vials and plagues, at a certain point 
in time - your salvation seems assured. When the fifth angel sounds, 
shortly past the half-way mark of the three and one-half years of 
great tribulation, the saints of God that are still alive at this time 
seem to be covered and protected by God until Christ returns to 
establish the Kingdom. It would seem, at this point, all the sinners 
among God’s people have been destroyed. Matt. 13:41. It would seem. 



again at this point, that all the saints of God remaining, are now only 
the righteous ones. God covers and spares them for the coming 
kingdom. While the rest of humanity is still undergoing the judgments 
of God - the saints are spared! “And it was commanded them that 
they should not hurt the grass of the earth, neither any green thing, 
neither any tree; but only those men which have not the seal of God 
in their foreheads. ” Rev. 9:4. 

For a child of God to live through the great tribulation and be 
spared for the kingdom, he must be righteous! He must trust in God 
with all his heart! “And it shall come to pass, that whosoever shall call 
on the name of the Lord shall be delivered.” Joel 2:32. Delivered 
fromdeath! Saved alive through the plagues! During the past nineteen 
centuries of the church, the tares have grown side by side with the 
wheat. But God is soon to separate the tares from the wheat. No tares 
will get into the kingdom! No sinners among God’s children will live 
through this period of great tribulation! Only the wheat will inherit 
the kingdom. Matt. 13:37-43. 

When it comes to the sinners in Israel, and in the church during the 
great tribulation, “...for he (God) shall make even a speedy riddance 
of all them that dwell in the land.” Zeph. 1:18. “Wait on the Lord, and 
keep his way, and he shall exalt thee to inherit the land: when the 
wicked are cut off thou shalt see it. ” Psalms 37:34. Then there is a 
warning given to Israel and the church to seek God and His righteous¬ 
ness with all their hearts, because the coming tribulation is the “time 
of Jacob's trouble. ” Jer. 30:7. It is also “a time of trouble, such as 
never was since there was a nation even to that same time. ” Daniel 
12:1. The warning above mentioned is found in Zeph. 2:1-3. “Gather 
yourselves together, yea, gather together, O nation (Israel) not desired; 
Before the decree bring forth, before the day pass as the chaff, before 
the fierce anger of the Lord come upon you, before the day of the 
Lord’s anger come upon you. Seek ye the Lord, all ye meek of the earth, 
which have wrought his judgment (the church); seek righteousness, 
seek meekness: it may be ye shall be hid in the day of the Lord’s 
anger. ” The great tribulation. 

This day of the Lord’s anger was depicted to us many centuries ago 
when the Lord’s anger was poured out upon a rebellious world in the 
form of a flood. In that deluge, all the sinners also were destroyed. 
Jesus makes reference to the coming tribulation by making mention of 
Noah. The similarities of the two holocausts are apparent in the words 
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of Jesus. “But as the days of Noe were, so shall also the coming of 
the son of man be. For as in the days that were before the flood they 
were eating and drinking, marrying and giving in marriage, until the 
day that Noe entered into the ark, And knew not until the flood came, 
and took (destroyed) them all away; so shall also the coming of the 
son of man be. Then shall two be in the field; the one shall be taken 
(took-destroyed), and the other left (alive in the land to inherit the 
kingdom). Two women shall be grinding at the mill; the one shall be 
taken (took - destroyed), and the other left (alive in the land to 
inherit the kingdom).” Matt. 24:37-41. Do we not here see the 
similarity of the two? Just as the flood took the sinners out of the land, 
so shall the coming tribulation take the sinners out of the land. To have 
lived through the flood, and or, the coming tribulation, one must 
be chosen and covered by God! 

Again, it is the purpose of this treatise to prepare God’s people for 
their coming ordeal. It would be better to be a wise virgin during the 
coming tribulation, rather than play the part of a foolish virgin at that 
time. “But the wise took oil in their vessels with their lamps. ” Matt. 
25:4. Oil in your vessel means that you have an understanding of 
what God is doing, or is about to do! Knowledge will keep you from 
failing God at this time! Isa. 33:6. 

At the close of the great tribulation, Christ returns and establishes 
His throne at Jerusalem. Ezek. 43:7. “At that time they shall call 
Jerusalem the throne of the Lord. ” Jer. 3:17. The judgments of God, 
while destroying the sinners, cause many to seek God. “ For when thy 
judgments are in the earth, the inhabitants of the world will learn 
righteousness.” Isa. 26:9. “After this I beheld, and, lo, a great 
multitude, which no man could number, of all nations, and kindreds, 
and people, and tongues, stood before the throne, and before the Lamb, 
clothed with white robes, and palms in their hands.” Rev. 7:9. Who are 
these? Where did they come from? “These are they which came out 
of great tribulation, and have washed their robes, and made them 
white in the blood of the lamb. ” Rev. 7:14. This includes many that 
have come out of Babylon before her fall and destruction. “Come out 
of her, my people.... that ye receive not of her plagues.” Rev. 18:4. 

With the catching away of the Bride, the church will be missing the 
cream of her ministry' and saints. Those left behind will realize their 
unworthiness to become a part of “the Bride, the Lamb’s wife. ”Rev. 
21:9. The wise virgins in the church then begin to purify themselves

and incorporate the righteousness of God in their lives as never before. 
Matt. 25:6-7. Many things once thought to be important, now become 
as chaff. And vice-versa. Realizing now, more than ever, that the three 
and one-half years of the great tribulation are upon them, they draw 
near to God in a way that pleases God to such an extent that He covers 
the righteous and preserves them through this time. Rev. 12:6. The 
sinners are destroyed! The wise virgins understand more than ever 
the meaning of the following Scriptures. “And I will purge out from 
among you therebels, andthem that transgress against me. ” Ezek. 
20:38. While this Scripture speaks primarily to Israel, yet we know 
that no sinner in the church will be granted entrance into the kingdom 
either. The sinners in the church will be purged out at this time also. 
Matt. 13:39-43. No sinner is left alive in Israel or in the church to 
inherit the kingdom at this time! I Cor. 6:9. 

Since the apostle Paul said, “There shall come out of Zion the 
Deliverer, and shall turn away ungodliness from Jacob,” how is this to 
be brought about? Zechariah,chapters 12 and 13, speak ofGod’splan 
of redemption for Israel. Pressure is coming! Trouble is coming! When 

the pressure is great enough.many will seek the Lord. “Zion shall 

be redeemed with judgment, and her converts with righteousness. And 
the destruction of the transgressors and of the sinners shall be 
together, and they that forsake the Lord shall be consumed. "Isaiah 
1:27-28. Only the righteous will be spared through the coming tribu¬ 
lation. 

The coming tribulation is the time God “will punish the world for 
their evil, and the wicked for their iniquity.” Isa. 13:11. It is during this 
time that the spirit of humanity changes. Arrogance, pride and haugh¬ 
tiness fade away under the breaking down of earth’s systems. Now, 
today, gold is worth more than human life! Men will kill for money. 
But after the tribulatory period the spirit of the world will change. “I 
will make a man more precious than fine gold; even a man than the 
golden wedge of Ophir.” Isa. 13:12. Life will be more valuable than 
riches! A complete reevaluation and changing of priorities is soon to 
come. With sinful men gone, God’s kingdom can be established on this 
earth. Matt. 6:10. It takes the destruction of the sinners in order to 
establish the kingdom! “Behold, the day of the Lord cometh, cruel both 
with wrath and fierce anger, to lay the land desolate: and he shall 
destroy the sinners thereof out of it. ” Isa. 13:9. Rev. 11:15. 

The following four verses of Scripture not only ask the question of 
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who will get through the tribulation, living through the plagues, but 
the answer is also given to show who God will cover and protect, 
preserving them to see Christ the King, the Messiah, the Anointed 
One, when He returns at the close of the tribulation to establish the 
kingdom. “The sinners in Zion are afraid; fearfulness hath surprised 
the hypocrites. Who among us shall dwell with the devouring fire? 
Who among us shall dwell with everlasting burnings? He that walketh 
righteously, and speaheth uprightly; he that despiseth the gain of 
oppressions, that shaketh his hands front holding of bribes, that 
stoppeth his ears from hearing of blood, and shutteth his eyes from 
seeing evil; He shall dwell on high: his place of defence shall be the 
munitions of rocks: bread shall be given him; his waters shall be sure. 
Thine eyes shall see the king in his beauty: they shall behold the land 
that is very far off.” Isa. 33:14-17. This shows us only the “hypo¬ 
crites” need to be afraid! The righteous will come through the tribu¬ 
lation - “the devouring fire, ” living to “see the king in his beauty” 
when He returns to establish the Kingdom. The apostle Peter referred 
to this same visible, personal, literal return of Christ - the Messiah, as 
“the appearing of Jesus Christ, ” I Peter 1:7, and “the revelation of 
Jesus Christ.” I Peter 1:13. 

The prophet Malachi foreseeing the day of the Lord, also saw the 
wicked destroyed at this time in order to establish the kingdom of God 
on this earth. “For, behold, the day cometh, that shall burn as an 
oven; and all the proud, yea, and all that do wickedly, shall be 
stubble (consumed): and the day that cometh shall burn them up, 
saith the Lord of hosts, that it shall leave them neither root nor 
branch. ” Malachi 4:1. God is soon to destroy the wicked from Israel, 
and the church, in that He will “leave them neither root nor branch ” 
for no sin can enter the coming kingdom. Sin will never grow again in 
the hearts of those that are counted worthy to enter into the kingdom. 
Matt. 25:34. 

God never leaves Himself without witness. The apostle Paul said, 
“In the mouth of two or three witnesses shall every word be estab¬ 
lished.” 2 Cor. 13:1. God Himself first established this principle in 
Deut. 19:15, God has made it as clear in His Word as He can-that only 
those Israelites and saints of God - that seek Him with all their 
hearts, will be spared through the coming tribulation! The prophet 
Amos admonishes us also thusly. “Seek good and not evil, THATYE 
MA Y LIVE: and so the Lord, the God of hosts, shall be with you, 
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as ye have spoken. ” Amos 5:14. 

Lest some would think that we are only using Scriptures that give 
warning to the Jew, preparing him to seek Jesus, his Messiah, at this 
time with all his heart, and thus be preserved by the Lord through the 
tribulation of Jacob's trouble, let me here show that God is also at this 
time separating from the church all her sinners and hypocrites. In Rev. 
14:15-19 God speaks to us of a harvest that is to take place at the close 
of this age. Both of the good and of the bad. It takes seven years to 
complete this reaping. Three and one-half years before the rapture, 
verses 14-16, and three and one-half years after the rapture. Verses 17- 
20. Jesus refers to this same event in the thirteenth chapter of Matthew. 
The righteous and the sinners have grown side by side in the church 
age. The harvest is to gather the righteous into the kingdom.... but the 
sinners, the tares, are to be burned. Consumed! “Let both grow 
together until the harvest: and in the time of harvest I will say to 
the reapers, Gather ye together first the tares, and bind them in 
bundles to burn them: but gather the wheat into my barn. ” Matt. 
13:30. The tares - sinners, are to be destroyed, while the w'heat, 
righteous, are to be gathered into His bam - the kingdom. 

This harv est is what you would call an ingathering. The crop has 
already come to a head. “The field is the world.” Matt. 13:38. For 
nineteen centuries the field has been sown. The harvest is the time of 
separation! The wheat from the tares! “The harvest is the end of the 
world.” Matt. 13:39. “The tares (sinners in the church), are gathered 
and burned in the fire.” Matt. 13:40. “So shall it be in the end of this 
world.” Matt. 13:40. The Greek here is more explicit. “So shall it be 
at the completion of the age!” Man has had almost six thousand years. 
His day, or age, is over. It is time for God to bring into existence a new 
age - the kingdom. Dan. 2:44. 

The “kingdom ”parables in Matthew thirteen all pertain to the 
church age, which due to the nature of the case, is the preparatory 
stage to the millennial kingdom! The Lord Himself is going to see to 
it that not one sinner in the church is preserved through the tribulatory 
period to inherit the kingdom (which here is referring to the one- 
thousand year reign of Christ here on this earth). “The Son of man shall 
send forth his angels, and they shall gather out of his kingdom (the 
church) all things that offend, and them which do iniquity; And 
shall cast them into a furnace of fire....” Matt. 13:41 -42. Then with the 
sinners destroyed out of the church, only the righteous saints remain 
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alive to meet Jesus when He returns to establish the millennial 
kingdom. Matt. 25:6. “Then shall the righteous shine forth as the 
sun in the kingdom of their Father. Who hath ears to hear, let him 
hear.” Matt. 13:43. The rest are destroyed. Luke 13:24-27. 

Again, Jesus likens the church age to a net that was cast into the 
sea of humanity, gathering all that would come under her influence, 
good and bad. “Again, the kingdom of heaven is like unto a net, that 
was cast into the sea, and gathered of every kind: Which, when it was 
full, they drew to shore, and sat down, and gathered the good into 
vessels, but cast the bad away.” Matt. 13:47-48. Here again Jesus tells 
us when the net is full, the good fish are separated from the bad. “So 
shall it be at the end of the world: the angels shall come forth, and 
sever the wicked from among the just. ” Matt. 13:49. Here again, as 
clear as Scripture can make it, we have the clear teaching that the 
hypocrites in the church are to be separated from the righteous - and 
destroyed. Verse 50. 

Some might think we are not to use the Old Testament for an 
understanding of what God is about to do. However, this is not the 
case! Jesus only taught what the prophets foresaw. I like the Living 
Bible’s translation of Jesus’ words to His disciples in Matt. 13:52. 
“Then he added, Those experts in Jewish law who are now my 
disciples have double treasures - from the Old Testament as well 
as from the Newl” Far from staying out of the Old Testament, Jesus 
tells us - if we know it - along with what He tells us, we will have 
double the amount of harmonizing Scriptures to understand what the 
plan of God is all about! Twice the Scriptures to prove what God is 
about to do! Jesus never contradicted the prophets - He only con¬ 
firmed and added to - what they had already said. 

Before we leave the Scriptures that prove only the righteous are 
spared to inherit the kingdom, let us look at the Scriptures that show 
Jerusalem will become the first holy city of the world. God has His eye 
on Jerusalem! Every Jew living there that does not repent of his sin 
and accept Jesus as his Messiah will soon be cut off. “And it shall 
come to pass at that time, that I will search Jerusalem with 
candles, and punish the men that are settled on their lees: that say 
in their heart, The Lord will not do good, neither will he do evil. 
THEREFORE THEIR GOODS SHALL BECOME A 
BOOTY.... ” Zeph. 1:12-13. 
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One of the most beautiful passages in Scripture, showing that 
only the Jews that repent, accept Christ as their Messiah, and become 
righteous will be living in Jerusalem by the close of this century - is 
found in Isa. 4.3. “And it shall come to pass, that he that is LEFT 
(alive) in Zion, and he that REMAINETH (alive) in Jerusalem, 
shall be called holy, even every one that is written among the 
LIVING in Jerusalem. ” Think of that! Soon there will not be one 
sinner walking the streets of Jerusalem! When Jesus returns to estab¬ 
lish His kingdom, we hear the psalmist David proclaiming, “ The Lord 
is Kingfor ever and ever: the heathen are perished out of his land. ” 
Psalms 10:16. 

God will not bring this age to an end without showing humanity 
what He is about to do. “And this gospel of the kingdom shall be 
preached in all the world for a WITNESS unto all nations; AND 
THEN SHALL THE END COME. ” Matt. 24:14. This has not yet 
been done! God must raise up a ministry to proclaim to the world - the 
coming kingdom of God! In Rev. 7:1-8 we find God calling 144,000 
Israelites -12,000 from each of the twelve tribes of Israel. Is it possible 
that during the tribulatory period God is going to turn loose 144,000 
apostle Pauls on this world. The world will be given notice of the 
coming kingdom in a way that is hard to be comprehended by some. 
Will the message contained in Psalms 2 be preached by this Jewish 
ministry? Rev. 14:6-7. 

Even though the tribulation is a day of vengeance, yet it is the 
beginning of “the times of restitution of all things,” Acts 3:21, when 
God lifts the curse and restores man and the earth back to its Edenic 
condition. The word translated “regeneration” inMatt. 19:28 is from 
the Greek “paligenesia” - the again Genesis! Wonder of wonders! The 
curse is to be lifted and the earth transformed into a beautiful paradise. 
Isa. 65:17-25. Micah 4:1-8. Rom. 8:19-23. 

Vengeance! How we shrink from the awfulness of that day. The 
Scriptures make it very clear that the last three and one-half years of 
Gentile time is the time of the seven last plagues of the wrath of God. 
Rev. 15:1. Rev. 16:1. These seven vials or plagues culminate with 
Armageddon and the complete overthrow of Gentile government in the 
earth. Rev. 16:16-17. The voice of God reverberates through the 
universe at this time: “Behold, it is come, and it is done, saith the Lord 
God; this is the day whereof I have spoken.” Ezek. 39:8. 
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However, this day of vengeance is not only to administer death; it 
is also to administer life. Remember the Scripture tells us “...forwhen 
thy judgments are in the earth, the inhabitants of the world will 
learn righteousness.” Isa. 26:9. 

When Jesus picked up the scroll in the synagogue of Nazareth, and 
opened it to the place which spoke of the anointed Messiah bringing 
deliverance to the people - Luke 4:18-20, He closed the book just 
before He came to the words “...and the day of vengeance of our God.” 
Isa. 61:2. He was reading from the prophet Isaiah as follows: “The 
Spirit of the Lord God is upon me; because the Lord hath anointed me 
to preach good tidings unto the meek; he hath sent me to bind up the 
broken hearted, to proclaim liberty to the captives, and the opening of 
the prison to them that are bound; To proclaim the acceptable year of 
the Lord....” Isa. 61:1-2. 

Just this far the Lord read, and then closed the book and gave it 
back to the servant. Luke 4:20. Why, then, did the Lord close the scroll 
there, right in the middle of Isaiah 61:2? Because that was all that 
pertained to His earthly ministry, thus far and no further. The remain¬ 
der of the verse will be fulfilled after the “first resurrection,” the 
rapture of the Bride of Christ. 

Now it is true that the remainder of Isaiah 61:2 is to find its 
fulfillment in the day of the Lord, when God’s judgments are poured 
out. BUT WHAT SEEMS TO BE LARGELY OVERLOOKED IS 
THE FACT THAT “THE DAY OF VENGEANCE” IS AT THE 
SAME TIME A TREMENDOUS DAY OF BLESSING! “...AND 
THE DAY OF VENGEANCE OF OUR GOD; (and) TO COM¬ 
FORT ALL THAT MOURN; To appoint unto them that mourn in 
Zion, to give unto them beauty for ashes, the oil of joy for mourning, 
the garment of praise for the spirit of heaviness; that they might be 
called trees of righteousness, the planting of the Lord, that he might be 
glorified.” Isa. 61:2-3. 

True, it is “the day of vengeance,” but it is likewise a day of 
rejoicing for them that mourn - for it is the display of God’s power 
and glory. It is therefore vengeance upon the works of the devil - and 
that will bring judgment to the disobedient.. ..but rejoicing to the 
obedient! That is why we read: “Say to them that are of a fearful heart. 
Be strong, fear not: behold your God will come with vengeance, even 
God with a recompense; (but) he will come and save you.” Isa. 35:4. 
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“For the day of vengeance is in mine heart, and the year of my 
redeemed is come.” Isa. 63.4. “And when ye see this, your heart shall 
rejoice, and your bones shall flourish like an herb: and the hand of the 
Lord shall be known toward his servants, and his indignation 
toward his enemies. ” Isa. 66:14. 

Vengeance! Yes! But also to save, to heal, to revive! Vengeance? 
Yes! But at the same time it is the “... year of my redeemed!” Isa. 
63:4. “After this I beheld, and, lo, a great multitude, which no man 
could number, of all nations, and kindreds, and people, and tongues, 
stood before the throne, and before the Lamb, clothed with white 
robes, and palms in their hands; .... These are they which came out 
of great tribulation (the seven last plagues), and have washed their 
robes, and made them white in the blood of the Lamb.” Rev. 7:9, 14. 

At this point one might assume that if they are left behind after the 
Bride is caught away, it will not be too bad, because if they serve God 
in righteousness. He will preserve them into the kingdom. This is true 
- but only to a point. The Scripture does not call this time “ the great 
tribulation” in vain. It is hard for the mind to conceive the coming 
time of chaos that is soon to transpire. The plagues of God are falling. 
Rev. 16:1. Nature itself seems in confusion as draughts, famine and 
earthquakes engulf the earth from one end to the other. Rev. 16:18. 
Earth’s systems will be breaking down. Isa. 24:19. The great cities of 
our society will be in confusion, at the mercy of looters, famine and 
pestilence. Isa. 24:10. Disease will stalk the land. Babylon falls. Rev. 
18:4. Armageddon will finish the holocaust, leaving few men left alive 
on this earth after it is all over. Isa. 24:1-6. Last, but not least, the 
saints of God will be facing martyrdom at this time also. Rev. 14:13. 
Forthree and one-half years. Rev. 13:5-8. Is it any wonder Jesus said, 
“ Watch ye therefore, and pray always, that ye may be accounted 
worthy to ESCAPE ALL THESE THINGS THAT SHALL COME 
TO PASS, and to stand before the Son of man. ” Luke 21:36. 

Let us now look at the Scriptures depicting the massive destruc¬ 
tion of earth’s cities and its systems. Keep one thing in mind! God’s 
children will be called on to endure the same judgment the world will 
be undergoing. . . . but with one exception, God will bring the saints 
through - to enter the kingdom. “Where is another God like you, 
who pardons the sins of the SURVIVORS among his people.” 
Micah 7:18 - the Living Bible. 
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During the tribulation, the cities of the earth will be turned into 
violent arenas of fear, pillage and death. The happy days are ended! Let 
us consider the following Scriptures from the Living Bible. “The city 
lies in chaos; every home and shop is locked up tight to keep out 
looters. Mobs form in the streets crying for wine (food); JOY HAS 
REACHED ITS LO WEST EBB; gladness has been banishedfrom 
the land. The city is left in ruins; its gates are battered down. 
Throughout the land the story is the same - ONLY A REMNANT 
IS LEFT.” Isa. 24:10-13. “A iion-a destroyer of nations stalks from 
his lair; and he is headed for your land. Your cities wilt lie in ruin 
without inhabitant. ” Jer. 4:7. “Therefore the Lord God of Hosts says 
this : There will be crying in all the streets and every road.... ” Amos 
5:16. 

During the coming three and one-half years of great tribulation 
there will be no place to hide. The masses of ungodly humanity along 
with the sinners in the church will be destroyed. “You say. If only the 
day of the Lord were here, for then God would deliver us from all our 
foes. Butyou have no idea whatyou ask. For that day will not be light 
and prosperity, but darkness and doom! How terrible the darkness 
will be for you; not a ray of joy or hope will shine. In that day you 
will be as a man who is chased by a lion - and met by a bear, or a man 
in a dark room who leaned against a wall - and puts his hand on a snake. 
Yes, that will be a dark and hopeless day for you. "Amos 5:18-20 
- the Living Bible. There will be no place for the sinner and hypocrite 
to hide! 

Man has spent 6,000 years gathering information of all kinds. 
Scientists have labored long and hard to acquire answers in the fields 
of medicine, physics, chemistry, space, etc., etc. The coming dark age 
is inconceivable in that man’s progress will be stopped. His learning 
will be lost. The knowledge he has amassed will be destroyed. Great 
libraries will suddenly sink beneath the seas as tidal waves and 
earthquakes engulf the earth. Rev. 16:18, 20. Before Christ returns 
and establishes His kingdom man’s ways must be destroyed! The 
world is headed for a coming dark age as the result of the three and 
one-halfyears of tribulation, such as was never known during the 
middle-ages! After the tribulation is over, after Armageddon has 
destroyed earth’s systems, the earth lies in shambles. The coming dark 
age prevails. “For, behold, the darkness shall cover the earth, and 
gross darkness the people.... ” Isa. 60:2. It is at this time, that Israel, 
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unto their fathers. Behold, I will send for many fishers, saith the Lord, 
and they shall fish them; and after will I send for many hunters, and 
they shall hunt them from every mountain, and from every hill, 
and out of the holes of the rocks.” Jer. 16:14-16. 

“The sinners in Zion are afraid; fearfulness hath surprised the 
hypocrites. Who among us shall dwell with the devouring fire? who 
among us shall dwell with everlasting burnings? He that walketh 
righteously, and speaketh uprightly; he that despiseth the gain of 
oppressions, that shaketh his hands from holding of bribes, that 
stoppeth his ears from hearing of blood, and shutteth his eyes from 
seeing evil: He shall dwell on high: his place of defence shall be the 
munitions of rocks: bread shall be given him; his waters shall be 
sure. THINE EYES SHALL SEE THE KING IN HIS BEAUTY.... ” 
Isa. 33:14-17. These Scriptures plainly show that the rocks ofthehigh 
mountains will be the place of defense and protection of many of God ’ s 
people at this time. These protected ones will see the King, the 
Messiah, our precious Savior when He returns to establish the King¬ 
dom of God on this earth. Noah provided an ark. This time, under¬ 
standing and righteousness will be the place of safety for God’s people 
in the church - the woman that flees into the wilderness - after she 
brings forth the manchild! Rev. 12:6. 

Even as Elijah hid from Jezebel, so shall many of God’s people be 
in hiding at this time also. Hid, protected, and delivered by God to be 
here shouting the victory' when Christ returns to establish His king¬ 
dom. “And ye yourselves like unto men that wait for their lord, 
when he will return from the wedding. ” Luke 12:36. Now remem¬ 
ber, these Scriptures not only apply to the redeemed in Israel, but also 
the redeemed from the church. Zeph. 2:3 and Gal. 6:16. But most 
especially Gal. 3:26-29. 

“He that dwelleth in the secret place of the most High shall abide 
under the shadow of the Almighty. I will say of the Lord, He is my 
refuge and my fortress: my God; in him will I trust. Surely he shall 
deliver thee from the snare of the fowler, and from the noisome 
pestilence. He shall cover thee with his feathers, and under his wings 
shalt thou trust: his truth shall be thy shield and buckler. Thou shalt 
not be afraid for the terror by night; nor the arrow that flieth by 
day; Nor for the pestilence that walketh in darkness; nor for the 
destruction that wasteth at noonday. A thousand shall fall at thy 
side, and ten thousand at thy right hand; but it shall not come nigh 
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rich. Few men will live when I have finished up my work. Men will 
he as scarce as gold - of greater value than the gold of Ophir.” Isa. 
13:11-12 - the Living Bible. Human life will be valuable after the 
tribulation. If you have not yet accepted Christ as your Savior, I urge 
you with all my heart, make a complete surrender to Him now. You will 
need him in the days that lie ahead. “Call uponme in the day of trouble: 
I will deliver thee, and thou shalt glorify me,” Psalms 50:15. Only the 
righteous, under their God, will surv ive the coming tribulation. 

The three and one-half years of tribulation, concluded at Arma¬ 
geddon, will destroy at least three-fourths of earth’s population. Over 
four billions of humanity will die! “Behold, the Lord maketh the earth 
EMPTY, and maketh it WASTE, and tumeth it upside down, and 
scattereth abroad the inhabitants thereof.” Isa. 24:1. Scattering abroad 
the inhabitants thereof - means the cities will be deserted. Man will 
flee from the mobs of the city and hide out in the country for his safety. 
“The land shall be utterly emptied, and utterly spoiled: for the 
Lord hath spoken this word.” Isa. 24:3. 

Over four billions of humanity are to perish in the coming tribu¬ 
lation! “Therefore hath the curse devoured the earth, and they that 
dwell therein are desolate: therefore the inhabitants of the earth are 
burned, AND FEW MEN LEFT. ” Isa. 24:6. 

The inhabitants of the earth are burned! Burned with hunger, 
famine, pestilence - and last of all, burned with atomic fire at Arma¬ 
geddon. Then.... few men left! Yes, after the tribulation, human life 
will be of far more value than gold. Man’s sense of values is soon to 
change! “Throughout the land the story is the same - only a 
remnant is left. ” Isa. 24:13, the Living Bible. 

With the organized systems of society breaking down, twentieth 
century civilization as we have come to know it, disintegrates before 
our very eyes. The proper level of service in our cities comprising 
police protection, postal service, street cleaning, garbage collec¬ 
tion and disposal, hospital services, transportation, electric and 
gas utilities and such basic utilities as sewer and water service will 
no longer exist! “THE EARTH IS UTTERLY BROKEN 
DOWN.... AND IT SHALL FALL AND NOT RISE AGAIN.” Isa. 
24:19-20. Christ returns to establish His kingdom where the kingdoms 
of man lie in devastation and ruins. There is work to do when Christ 
returns. The earth must be rebuilt.but this time according to 
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with the return of her Messiah - Jesus, is encouraged to rebuild her 
devastated nation. Israel will be the first nation to recover after the 
tribulation and thus will become the head of the nations. At that time 
Jerusalem will become the capitol and center of the world. See all of 
Isaiah, chapter sixty. 

The world is headed into utter collapse! Lost humanity has no idea 
of the sorrows it faces as all of earth’s systems break down and are 
destroyed. The man of God cries out with sorrow in his heart as he 
beholds humanity’s coming plight. “But my heart is heavy with grief, 
for evil still prevails and treachery is everywhere. Terror and the 
captivity of hell are still your lot, O men of the world. When you flee 
in terror you will fall into a pit, and if you escape from the pit you will 
step into a trap, for destruction falls from the heavens upon you; the 
world is shaken beneath you. The earth has broken down in utter 
collapse; EVERYTHING IS LOST, abandoned and confused. The 
world staggers like a drunkard; it shakes like a tent in a storm. IT 
FALLS AND WILL NOT RISE AGAIN, for the sins of the earth are 
very great.” Isa. 24:16-20. - the Living Bible. Humanity, with all its 
forms of current thinking is soon to be destroyed - replaced with the 
wonderful, soon coming, theocratic kingdom of God. Dan. 7:27. 

“The Lord’s decree of desolation covers all the land. Yet, he says, 
there will be a little remnant of my people left. The earth shall mourn, 

the heavens shall be draped with black.All the cities flee in terror 

at the noise of marching armies coming near. The people hide in the 
bushes and flee to the mountains. All the cities are abandoned - all 
have fled in terror. ” Jer. 4:28-29 - the Living Bible. 

With the coming of the dark age - it is every' man for himself. Law 
and order disappear from the earth. Governmental protection of its 
citizens no longer exists. Police protection is a thing of the past. 
Everywhere, everyone is afraid! Fear stalks the earth! No one dares 
venture out. Travel becomes a venture for only the foolhardy. Once 
again the highwayman rides! Brigandage flourishes! The highways 
become empty' ribbons of deteriorating concrete and asphalt. Few 
would be those who would venture to risk their lives traveling during 
the great tribulation. God even depicts to us this phase of earth’s 
sorrows - soon to come, “The highways lie waste, the wayfaring 
man ceaseth....” Isa. 33.8. 

“Come here and listen, O nations of the earth; let the world and 
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everything in it hear my words. For the Lord is enraged against the 
nations; his fury is against their armies. He will utterly destroy them 
and deliver them to slaughter. Their dead will be left unburied, and 
the stench of rotting bodies will fill the land, and the mountains will 
flow with their blood.” Isa. 34:1-3 - the Living Bible. The Bible 
terminology for this time is “the great tribulation.” 

If I did not know God, I would surrender my life to Him, com¬ 
pletely and fully, today. “It may be ye shall be hid in the day of the 
Lord's anger. ” Zeph. 2:3. If I already knew God, I would draw near 
to Him as never before. I would let nothing in this twentieth century 
society detract from my holy walk with God. Soon we will need the 
protection of God as never before. “God is our refuge and strength, a 
very present help in trouble. Therefore will not we fear, though the 
earth be removed, and though the mountains be carried into the midst 
of the sea.” Psalms 46:1-2. The angels of the Lord will sever the 
righteous from the wicked. With the death of the wicked, only the 
righteous are left alive to inherit the kingdom. Matt. 13:41-43. One 
more selection of Scripture should suffice concerning the coming 
annihilation of the wicked during the great tribulation. 

“That cry of judgment will reach the farthest ends of the earth, for 
the Lord has a case against all the nations - all mankind. He will 
slaughter all the wicked. See, declares the Lord of Hosts, the 
punishment shall go from nation to nation - a great whirlwind of wrath 
shall rise against the farthest comers of the earth. On that day those 
the Lord has slain shallfill the earth from one end to the other. No 
one shall mourn for them nor gather up the bodies to bury them; 
they shall FERTILIZE the earth.” lex. 25:31-33 - the Living Bible. 

By now we can see that death in that hour will be so common that 
no more tears will flow. At least three-fourths of earth’s population 
will vanish during the great tribulation. “But he that shall endure unto 
the end, the same shall be saved.” Matt. 24:13. But never forget that 
while the wicked are dying, God has promised to cover and protect His 
righteous saints at this time. “Because thou hast kept the word of my 
patience, I also will keep thee from the hour of temptation, which 
shall come upon all the world, to try them that dwell upon the 
earth.” Rev. 3:10. 

“And I will punish the world for its evil, the wicked for their sin; 
I will crush the arrogance of the proud man and the haughtiness of the

God’s specifications. “Behold, the Lord God will come with strong 
hand, and his arm shall rule for him: behold, his reward is with 
him, AND HIS WORK BEFORE HIM. ” Isa. 40:10. 

While the systems of organized government are utterly collapsing 
- chaos abounds! Not only among the ungodly, but many of God’s 
people flee to the mountains for safety at this time. But even so, only 
the righteous among God’s people will be spared through the tribula¬ 
tion-in order to enter the kingdom. Matt. 13:41-43, Matt. 25:34, and 
Daniel 7:18. 

During the coming dark age mankind will flee to the “caves of the 
earth ” and “the holes ofthe rocks, ” and “into the tops of the ragged 
rocks” for safety. Isa. 2:19-21. Men will seek shelter and safety “in 
the dens and in the rocks of the mountains.” Rev. 6:15. But the 
angels of God will do their work well - finding and destroying - all the 
wicked! “So shall it be at the end of the world: the angels shall 
come forth, and sever the wicked from among the just. ” Matt. 
13:49. 

The miracles of deliverance God performed before the Egyptians 
at the exodus of His people Israel, are nothing to be compared to the 
coming miracles to be performed in behalf of believing Israel as she is 
restored back to her God. The world is about to behold the personal 
intervention of God in behalf of Israel. The plagues of Egypt do not 
hold a candle to the “seven last plagues of the wrath of God.” Rev. 
15:1. The miracle of the Red sea passage is as nothing when compared 
with the coming miracles of deliverance for God’s chosen people. 

“According to the days of thy coming out of the land of Egypt 
will I show unto him marvellous things. The nations shall see and 
be confounded at all their might: they shall lay their hand upon their 
mouth, their ears shall be deaf. They shall lick the dust like a serpent, 
they shall move out of the holes (caves) like worms of the earth: 
they shall be afraid of the Lord our God, and shall fear because of 
thee.” Micah 7:15-17. 

“Therefore, behold, the days come, saith the Lord, that it shall no 
more be said, The Lord liveth, that brought up the children of Israel out 
of the land of Egypt; But, The Lord liveth, that brought up the children 
of Israel from the land of the north, and from all the lands whither he 
had driven them: and I will bring them again into their land that I gave 
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thee. Only with thine eyes shalt thou behold and see the reward of the 
wicked. Because thou hast made the Lord, which is my refuge, even the 
most High, thy habitation; There shall no evil befall thee, neither 
shall any plague come nigh thy dwelling. For he shall give his angels 
charge over thee, to keep thee in all thy ways. They shall bear thee up 
in their hands, lest thou dash thy foot against a stone. Thou shalt tread 
upon the lion and adder: the young lion and the dragon shalt thou 
trample under feet. Because he hath sethis love upon me, therefore will 
I deliver him: I will set him on high, because he hath known my name. 
He shall call upon me, and I will answer him: I will be with him in 
trouble; I will deliver him, and honour him. With long life will I satisfy 
him, and show him my salvation.” Psalms 91:1-16. 

Then to the believing remnant, the righteous ones, that are left 
alive on the earth to greet Christ when He returns, there is joy in the 
heart of them all - both of the Jew and Gentile. The Jew inZech. 13:8- 
9. The Gentile in Matt. 13:39-43. Then they both become one citizenry 
in the established “Kingdom of God.” Matt. 25:34. 

Now concerning the remnant that is left alive after the tribulation 
is over. The tribulation that was necessary to break the force and power 
of evil that has long prevailed upon this earth. “ Throughout the land 
the story is the same - only a remnant is left. BUT ALL WHO ARE 
LEFT WILL SHOUT AND SING FOR JOY; those in the west will 
praise the majesty of God, and those in the east will respond with 
praise. Hear them singing to the Lord from the ends of the earth, 
singing glory to the Righteous One!” Isa. 24:13-16 - The Living 
Bible. HALLELUJAH! CHRIST HAS NOW RETURNED TO 
ESTABLISH THE KINGDOM! II Tim. 4:1. It is to be inaugurated 
at the Marriage Supper of the Lamb. “There shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth, when ye shall see Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob, 
and all the prophets, in the kingdom of God, and you yourselves thrust 
out. And they shall come from the east, and from the west, and from 
the north, and from the south, and shall sit down in the kingdom of 
God.” Luke 13:28-29. 

And now there are many other Scriptures that could be added - but 
they would only broaden the scope of all that God will be doing at this 
time: The resurrection of the dead, the outpouring of His Spirit on 
Israel, the destruction of Babylon, etc., etc. But this brief document has 
been written to warn Israel and most especially the precious church of 
our Lord Jesus Christ- consisting of all those faithful children of God, 
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who must be warned and prepared to become “wise virgins” at this 
time. The foolish will not inherit the kingdom. Neither foolish Jews nor 
foolish Gentiles! While there is still time! Before the tribulation 
begins! “SEEK YE THE LORD WHILE HE MAYBE FOUND, 
CALL YE UPON HIM WHILE HE IS NEAR: LET THE WICKED 
FORSAKE HIS WA Y....ITMA YBE YE SHALL BE HID IN THE 
DAY OF THE LORD’S ANGER!” Isa. 55:6 andZeph. 2:3. “Then 
shall the King say unto them on his right hand, Come, ye blessed of my 
Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for you from the foundation of 
the world.” Matt. 25:34. 

The Scripture has said, “For many are called, but few are chosen.” 
Matt. 22:14. This is the work of the Body of Jesus Christ in the earth. 
To prepare - “the chosen” - to see to it that they are both ready - and 
that nothing steals from them their invitation to and place at the 
Marriage Supper of the Lamb. Pray that God will allowyoutobeapart 
of such a great fellowship here in the earth. “And he saith unto me. 
Write, Blessed are they which are called unto the marriage supper of 
the Lamb. And he saith unto me, These are the true sayings of God. 
And I fell at his feet to worship him. And he said unto me. See thou 
do it not: 1 am thy fellowservant, and of thy brethren that have the 
testimony of Jesus: worship God: for the testimony of Jesus is the 
spirit of prophecy.” Rev. 19:9-10.
